and in such insurance company as determined by the Town with the Town named as a party insured against
liability or indemnified for any or all damage or injury which may result to any property or party due to the
work project or operation of the applicant, its agents or subcontractors.

3.0 Censtruction Sequence
3.1 General

3.1.1 To install Siltsack in the catch basin, remove the grate and
place the sack in the opening. Hold out approximately six
inches of the sack outside the frame. This is the area of the
lifting straps. Replace the grate to hold the sack in place.

3.1.2 When the restraint cord is no longer visible, Siltsack is full
and should be emptied.

3.1.3 To remove Siltsack, take two pieces of 1” diameter rebar
and place through the lifting loops on each side of the sack
to facilitate the lifting of Siltsack.

3.1.4 To empty Siltsack, place it where the contents will be collect-
ed. Place the rebar through the lift straps (connected to the
bottom of the sack) and Lift. This will turn Siltsack inside out
and empty the contents. Clean out and rinse. Return
Siltsack to its original shape and place back in the basin,

3.1.5 Siltsack is reusable. Once the construction cycle is complete,
remove Siltsack from the basin and clean. Siltsack should be
stored out of the sunlight until needed on another project.

4.0 Basis of Payment

be included in the bid price for the overall erosion and
sediment control plan unless unit price is requested.

. In connection with the Permit, the Ldlity or Contractor shall assume responsibility for risks and casualdes

of every descripuon, for loss or Uy to persons and property arising out of the nature of the work, from
the action of the elements or from any unforeseen or unusual diffeul ry.

The curting operatton shall not be done with a
backhoe, gradall or any type of ripping equipment.
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Steel plares used by a Urdliry or Conrractor to protect an excavation shall be ot sutticient thickness to resist
bending, vibration, etc.. under traftic loads and shall be anchored securely to prevent movement. [f these
conditions are not met, the Lulity or Conrtractor will be required to backfill and pave the excavations dailv
No open teench shall be left unarrended overnight.

When a Udlity or Conrracror inscalls a service lareral to a customer an opening mav be made over the

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In restoring municipal streets, lanes and highwavs, Utilities or Contractor marv utilize approved backfill
material compuered ) achicve soll densicy values o€ 937 modified Proctor density as described in
AASHTO T S which may include, as the conditons warrant and ar the discretion of the Superintenden:,
the use ot Conrrolled Density Fill.

Backtill shall be placed in uniform lavers. not exceeding cwelve inches (127 in depth, and each laver shall be
mechanically cimped 1o assure adequate compaciion. The top twenty inches (200 of treneh backll shall
constst ot the following: 1) Fifteen inches (13" ot approved select geaved (placed and compacred i s
uniform lavers, and 2) Free inches (57 of biftminous conerere Type [ pavement (placed and compacted in
tvo (2} equal layers).

Street Restoration Standards

Compliance with these standards will insure satistactory compaction. These standards are to be used in the
tield when there is an absence of sieve analysis of materials, Proctor values of the soils and the
corresponding inability to utlize a nuclear density gauge or sand cone field density test. The Utlity or
Conwractor shall have the righe, at its own expense, to verify compaction through an independent, qualitied
engineering consultng firm. In cthe event of test failure, the Cdliey or Contractor shall be responsible for re-
compactng the excavation to meet the required standards.

Suitability of Backfll Material

a. This section addresses suitability of materials to obtain an adequate level of compaction.

b. Suitable backfill material is free of stones larger than half the size of the compacted lift as provided
for in MassDOT Standards, construction debris, trash, frozen soil and other toreign material. It
consists of the following:

1. Well graded gravel and sand:

. Gravel-sand mixtures with a small amount of silt;

Section 9 — Pavement Restoration

L.
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The Cdlity or Contractor shall be responsible to replace all pavement disturbed by work under the Permit
with homogeneous and in-kind pavement. unless otherwise stipulated, to the original strength and
conditon.

Single gradation (Type 1, surface course) bituminous concrere patches may be used when the existing
pavement depth s less than three inches (37), provided that the new patch is installed to a depth 1 inch (177)
greatet than the surrounding pavement.

Single gradation (Type 1, binder course) bituminous concrete may be used where post grind and inlay
method is a condition of the Permit. Minimum allowable depth of pavement shall be four inches when
utilizing the grind and inlay method. When the grind and inlay method is performed, the surface of the
pavement shall be unitormly ground and removed to a minimum depth of one point five inches (1.5”) for
subsequent pavement replacement. The grinding procedure shall provide a twelve inch (127) cutback into
existing undistutbed pavement and shall encompass all disturbed pavement areas of the excavation.
Grinding shall be done in reasonable straight lines.

All non-emergency pavement excavations shall be repaired with same day permanent pacches unless
specifically exempted in the permit.

Same day paiches installed in conformance with these standards must be monitored for a period of two (2,
vears, and are subject to re-excavadon and repair in accordance with all other standards set forth herein.
Restoration of single patches up to five feet by seven feet (5 X 77) in area shall be by the infrared method.
unless another method is agreed to by the Town of Seekonk.

All damage to
adjacent areas shall be repaired immediately so as to minimize inconvenience to the general public
and the property owners.

b.  All damage repairs shall be the sole responsibility of the contractor.

c. Material or debris from the contractor’s operations which have washed into, flowed into, or been
placed in warer courses, ditches. gultters, saniary sewers, drains, catch basins, or elsewhere, shall be
removed entirely and satistactorily disposed of during the progress of the work. The water eourses,
ditches, gutters, sanitary sewers, drains, catch basins, and other repositories of material or debris
shall be kept in a clean and neat condition thereafter.

Section 11 - Compliance with These Standards
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Ualities or Conrtractor shall dle wirh the Public Works Department, by May 17 of each vear, writren
staremensts or polhicies designed ro insure thar managers, supervisors and other distbution personnel are

aware of, and held accountable o, these Standards.

Ctilities or Conrracror shall reack the success and failures of thelr programs to mclude rhe rescorations and
the inspections ot such restorations. Utilities or Contractor shall spectty the number of failed restorations
compared to the toral number of restorations made during the preceding calendar vear, the number of

tatlures reported by a party other than a urility inspector and the age of the failed restoration.

Cdlides or Contractors shall record the aumber of failed restorations encountered during the inspections
required in Section 9.19. They shall also document the cause of the failure and their policy changes to

prevent the recurrence of a similar failure.

Udlities or Conrractors shall record the numbert of failed restorations and cost incurred when the Town of
Seckonk pertormed the corrective action in accordance with Section 4.4

Section 12 - Moratotriums

L.
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Whenever the Board of Selectmen has approved the plans to resurface or reconstruct a street, the
Superintendent will, within thirty (30} days of such action by the Board of Selectmen, give notice to the
Town departments, the Seekonk Water District and other utilities, and the owner of each parcel ot real
estate that has frontage on such street. Upon receipt of such notice, such department, udlity or owner
(collectively referred to as “Person”) shall have sixty (60) days in which to install or lay any pipes, wires or
other facilities under the roadway. If an extension of time is needed by a Person for the insrallation of such
tacilities, the Person shall make a written application to the Superintendent esplaining fully the reasons for

requesting such an extension of time.

No permit shall be granted to open a street that has been resurfaced or reconstructed for a period of five (5
veats unless in the judgement of the Board of Selectmen an emergency condition exists.
a. Ifa permitis granted, the Town of Seekonk may impose such conditions on the Permittee as the
Town of Seekonk deems necessary to preserve the structural condition of the pavement and to
blend the permanent patch with the exisung affected pavement.

b. The Permitree shall guarantee the integrity of the permanent patch and the existing affected
pavement through a surety determined by the Superintendent for a period extending one year
bevond the end of the moratorium date for that section of road.

Section 3 — Permit Requitements

L All property owners are required to apply to the Superintendent of Public Works for a permit for any ot the
tollowing:
2. New construction
b. Replacement of existing driveway
¢. Installation of new driveway

2. The application fee shall be waived for replacement ot an existing driveway provided no changes are made
to the location or width within the Town right-ot-way. Any changes in locaton or width shall result in
payment of the application fee.

3. All work shall be performed in accordance with the regulations set forth in the general By-law Category 18 —

Right-ot-Way Openings.

4. The property owner shall be responsible for maintaining the affected area of the town’s right-of-way in a
sate and suitable conditon for vehicles and pedestrians for a period of five (5) years commencing at the
completion of the work as derermined by the Superintendent of Public Works. A property owner who fails
to maintain the affecred area of the town's right-of-way in a sate and suitable condition. will be subject to
and responsible tor the following:

a. Payment to the Town of Seekonk for all repatrs necessary as a result of unsafe or unsuitable work in
the town’s right of way performed pursuant to the issuance of a curb cut or driveway permit.

b. As an alternative to criminal prosecution or civil action, the Town may elect to utilize the non-
criminal disposition procedure set forth in M.G.L.,c.40, §21D and Category 39 Enforcement of the
General Bylaws of the Town of Seekonk, in which case the Superintendent ot the Department of
Public Works shall be the enforcing party.
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
